ofthe companies controlled by the trust. 

All the companies owned by the Chicago 
Gas company will be merged into one com- 
pany, using the charter of the People’s Gas 
Light and Coke company. 1 

The present outstanding certificates of the 
trust will be called in and canceled, the 
new shares of the People's company being 
issued to replace them. 

In addition a new consolidated 
will be made covering all the perty 
Owned by the various companies. Bonds 
issued under this mortgage will be used in 


‘retiring the present outstanding bonds at 


maturity and an additional amount sold to 
provide for needed extensions and improve- 
ments.

Capitalists Decide to Combine. 
The Chicago Gas company was incor- 
porated April 28, 1887, under the general 
laws of the State of Illinois, to make and 


Sell gas and also to purchase, hold, or sell 


the capital stock of any gas or electrical 
company in Illinois The company was 
formed as a result of the severe competition 
which had theretofore existed between the 


gas companies of Chicago. This competi- j 


tion had grown so severe few of the com- 
panies were making any money, and one— 
the Consumers’ Fuel and Light comany 
‘had gone into the hands of a receiver. 

A party of capitalists got together and dis- 
esed the situation in Chicago, deciding 


that it would be advantageous to combine 


e various companies into a single corpora- 


on.

The trans- 
fer of the stock to the Reorganization com- 
mittee, in the opinion of its attorneys, re- 
moved legal obstacles to its being voted. 
Adjourned meetings of stockholders had 
been held from time to time, and at the ad- 
journed annual meeting last year this stock 


was voted in favor of a plan of merger, and 


application was made to the Secretary of 
State for a charter in accordance with the 
resolution of the stockholders. ; 

The Secretary of State, however, under the 
advice of Attorney General Moloney, refused 
to issue a charter, and the Reorganization 
committee began mandamus proceedings in 
the Supreme Court to have the legality of 
the consolidation confirmed. The case is 
still pending before the Supreme Court. 

History of the Company. 

The People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany was organized under a special charter 
granted by the State Legislature on Feb. 12, 
1855. At the time it was organized its capi- 
tal stock was limited to $500,000, but on Feb. 
7, 1865, an amendment was secured from the 
Legislature under which all Umitations as 
to thé amount of the capital stock were re- 


moved. 


There are now 40,000 shares of fully paid 
stock of $100 each, making a capital stock 
outstanding of $4,000,000. In 1874 the com- 
pany issued $2,100,000 first mortgage 6 per 
cent bonds, maturing in thirty years. The 
Same year there were issued’$2,500,000 sec- 
ond mortgage 6 per cent bonds, running 
thirty years. In 18038 the stockholders 
authorized a consolidated bond issue of 
$10,000,000, running to 1948 and bearing 6 per 
cent. 

Of the consolidated bends $9,000,000 has 
been issued, of which $4,600,000 has been 
reserved by the trustees to retire at maturity 
the first and second mortgage bonds. The 
remaining $500,000 of the bonds is held to 
secure a like amount of bonds issued by the 
Illinois Light, Heat and Power company 
which were guaranteed by the People’s.

From Clark’s Complaint. 

Clark’s complaint says Brandenburg com- 
mitted the alleged perjury in the bill he 
filed in the Circuit Court on Wednesday. 
The gist of the offense is the following 
paragraph, which is quoted in full: 

Clark entered into negotiations with one John 
Powers, then a member of the City Council of 
Chicago, to secure the passage of said proposed 


said Clark informed your orator that he had ar- 
ranged with said Powers to secure the passage 
of said ordinance for $260,000 for said Powers and 
certain of said Aldermen whose votes he con- 
‘trolled, and suggested to your orator that said 
sum could be raised by sale of stocks and bonds 
and that your orator refused to consider said 
proposition or in any mannef make of said ordi- 
nance what is known as a boodle measure. 

Clark also declares that E. Van Pelt was 
m no way concerned in the alleged nego- 
tiations between Powers and himself and 
denies explicitly the alleged conspiracy with 
Towers to force Brandenburg out of the en- 
terprise. 

Powers Enters General Denial. 

Alderman.John Powers was much more 
willing to speak of the charges Brandenburg 
makes against him yesterday than he has 
been heretofore. He said: 

“I never in my life have seen Branden- 
burg. Richard, O'Grady came to me when 
the matter was up and asked me to meet 
him. But I never kept any of the engage- 
monts, and now I am told that Brandenburg 
has been to O'Grady trying to get him to 
@wear that he introduced me to hin. 

“ As tu these other charges, I want to say 
that I never met Lucius Clark, nor Eber- 
hardt, the Kalamazoo capitalist, until about 
three months ago. Eberhardt has never 
seen me nor talked to me about the ordi- 
nance in question, nor did he contribute 
$25,000 to get the ordinance passed. 

“I don’t hold any stock in the General 
Blectric company and never did. What is’ 
more, I have never contributed any money 
for furthering its passage through the Coun- 
cil. All that I did was as a favor to Perry 
Hull. 

Perry Hall Knows No Wrong. 

Perry A. Hull, attorney for the General 
Electric company, said: 

“All those things that intimate that 
money was used improperly in passing the 
ordinances are absolutely false. I know 
nothing of any safety deposit vault having 
been used for any such purpose as that sug- 
gested. I know of no one spending $100,00 to 

Brandenburg’s attack caused no end of 
gossip around the City Hall yesterday. The

Hung Chang. Lee King Ye is a man of large 
experience in diplomatic affairs, and has 
grown up practically under the tutorship 
of the great Premier. He is about 50 years 
of age, and has spent many years on the 
bench as Tao-Tai,”’ or Chief Magistrate of 
Ching Lang. 

About the time that Minister Fang was 
sent to this country Ye was summoned by 
the Emperor to Pekin to take the position 
of Chief Clerk of Foreign Affairs. As such 
he took an active part in the investigation 
of the charges against Yu Keng, and has 
‘probably had something to do with the 
transfer of Mr. Fang to Tokio. 

The recall of Fang and his transfer to 
Tokio are looked upon here as both a promo- 
“tion and a degradation. It is argued that 
the representative of China in Washington 
is a Minister proper, while that at Tokio is 
a Minister resident.“ The first is a Minis- 
tership of the second class, while the Min- 
ister resident is the third class of envoys 
abroad. At the same time, owing to the 
recent complications between China and 
Japan, the legation at Tokio has assumed 
importance far exceeding that in the United 
States. 

The enemies of Wu Ting Fang claimed to 
have brought about this change, and it is 
understood there has been a formidable 
cabal against him even in the legation hera 
Fang only arrived in this country twe 
months ago, and even before\that time # 
was predicted he would soon be recalled.

Twenty detectives from the Brighton Park 
Police Station were on the scene within 
fifteen minutes after the robbery, but 
arrests were made. 
.Molduap of Berwyn Car. 

The first robbery was well planned. The 
robbers worked in unison. While one of the 
men relieved the motorman of his watch 
and valuables another held up and robbed 
the conductor, and at the same time the 
third highwayman gave his attention to the 
passengers. — 

The robbers had ample time to escape, so 
far as the police were concerned, and they 
were not even pursued. : 

Within fifteen minutes after the robbery 
occurred a report was sent to the Austin 
police station. The officer in charge of the 
station, it is said, took the name of the con- 
ductor and said the case would be investi- 
gated in the morning. 

The police at the West Forty-third Street 
Station were also notified and detectives 
were sent out. They learned that the rob- 
bery had occurred outside of the city limits 
and immediately dropped the case. 


Story of the Robbery. 

The car held up was one which is run as a 
regular night car on the Berwyn line, and 
was in charge of Conductor Frank Warren. 
When the car left the city limits many pas- 
sengers were on board, but at the time of the 
holdup only three remained, the others hav- 
ing alighted at their respective destina- 
tions. 

The scene of the holdup is a lonesome place 
at night. To the west of the tracks is a 
. stretch of prairie, and on the east side is 
a heavy growth of trees and underbrush. 

After leaving the more thickly populated 
part of Cicero the motorman increased the 
speed of the car, and it flew along the tracks 
at a rapid rate. When within one block of 
the Northern Pacific tracks the motorman 
slackened the speed as usual, and when the 
crossing was reached brought the car to a 
standstill. 

Conductor Warren jumped from the rear 
platform, and started ahead to learn if the 
crossing was clear. He had not gone far 
when three men jumped from a ditch at 
the roadside, and ordered him to halt and 
throw up his hands. The men had each a 
revolver, and wore red bandanas over their 
faces.

sity of close economy. 

Concerning this Mr. May sald last night: 
| “ While there is a general good feeling 
among the board members and an entire 
lack of serious friction, it is true that there 

has been some decided difference of opinion 

concerning financial matters. In the first 

place, the board is far too large. Five 


members would be better than seven, and 


three would work better still. It is hard to 
find seven men who will agree as to policy, 
and misunderstandings are bound to occur. 
In the present case economy is 
necessary. 
Shortage Due to Old Board. 
„There is a shortage of $100,000, The old 
board squandered the money and we must 
make it up. The sinking fund of $39,000 has 
also been eaten up, and we must restcre it.

Topeka, Kas., July 7.— [Special. I— The 

of Kansas probably never have 

been so short on harvest hands as they are 

now. It is impossible to obtain help enough 
to properly take care of the crop of wheat. 

The railroads have furnished free trans- 
portation to thousands of men, yet the de- 
mand is as great as ever. In the south- 
western part of the State wages have gone 
up to $4 and $5. 

In Sumner, Cowley, and other counties 
hundreds of girls and women have hired out 
as harvest hands at $2 and $3 a day. The 
women do not make so much progress with 
the heavy sheaves as do the men, but it is 
said they stand the excessive heat better. 
In many cases the women operate the bind- 
ers, and the lead teams on the machines 
generally are handled by girls. The wom- 
en make all the trips to town to buy the 
provisions.

Twenty detectives from the Brighton Park 
Police Station were on the scene within 
fifteen minutes after the robbery, but no 
arrests were made. 

.Moldup of Berwyn Car. 

The first robbery was well planned. The 
robbers worked in unison. While one of the 
men relieved the motorman of his watch 
and valuables another held up and robbed 
the conductor, and at the same time the 
third highwayman gave -_ attention to the 
passengers. 

The robbers had 
far as the police were concerned, and they 
were not even pursued. 

Within fifteen minutes after the beer 
occurred a report was sent to the Austin 
police station. The officer in charge of the 
station, it is said, took the name of the con- 
ductor and said the case would be investi- 
gated in the morning. 

The police at the West Forty-third Street 
Station were also notified and detectives 
were sent out. They learned that the rob- 
bery had occurred outside of the city — 
and immediately dropped the case. 


Story of the Robbery. 

The car held up was one which is run as a 
regular night car on the Berwyn line, and 
was in charge of Conductor Frank Warren. 
When the car left the city limits many pas- 
sengers were on board, but at the time of the 
holdup only three remained, the others hav- 
ing alighted at their respective destina- 
tions. 

The scene of the holdup is a lonesome place 
at night.

The men had each a 
révolver, and wore red bandanas over their 
Conductor Warren Surrenders, 

Warren realized that.a holdup was in 
progress, and obeyed the command without 
delay.

Problem of Rural Schools. 


The big question of the convention, The 
Rural School Problem, had the floor of the 
general session of the convention at the 
pase session and it took four papers to 

uss it. In spite of this no action was 
taken upon it, which was a good deal of a 
disappointment to the committee of twelve 
which had prepared a bulky report of 2,318 
hoped vote this year.

o first paper was by Burke A. . 
professor of the science and 8 
teaching at Ann Arbor; he attacked the 
financial side ot the question with a plea for 
enhanced material support. 
| He said in part: 

Larger funds than are now available are 
imperatively needed. Wealth is not always 
found where it is required for school pur- 
poses. Hence it is necessary, in the first 
place, in many States to enlarge the units 
of school taxation. The country school dis- 
trict is a most undesirable unit for such pur- 


— 


the teacher to become more and more 
efficient. We should not forget it is not 
what we read and hear, valuable as that 
may be, but what we think and do, that 
gives us strength and character.” 

“The Bearings of the Laws of Cerebral 
Development and Modification on Child 
Study was treated by Reuben Post Hal- 
leck, M. A., of Louisville, Ky. A special 
feature of the paper was the discussion of 
the pedagogical bearings of the development 
of connective brain fibers, which form the 
physical basis for the association of ideas 
and for thinking. These fibers are unde- 
veloped in infancy, but they gradually be- 
come capable of associating different parts 
of the brain, and they increase in number 
until the age of 33. The paper warned teach- 
ers not to expect difficult thinking from 


pupils before the development of these fibers, 


before the different parts of the brain may 
be correlated. Actual counting shows that 
between the ages of 16 months and 33 years. 
these fibers have increased in number as 
much as 1,300 cent in special tracts. 
The thinking power will take care of itself 
better than sensory and the motor functions 
—that if these are trained aright the child 
will necessarily think right. I do not be- 
lieve that any child can by any educator be 
forced to think broadly in advance of the 
proper cerebral development.“

subject was: The Psychology of Puberty 
and Adolescence.”’

Miss Katherine Beebe of Evanston, III., 
read a short paper upon the Kindergarten 
Work and Principles in the School,” in 
which she reviewed the principles of Froe- 
bel, showing they were not the exclusive 
property of the kindergarten. She claimed 
the kindergarten is the tie which binds the 
home to the school, and that in order to se- 
cure the best results from this department 
there should be frequent meetings of teach- 
ers and parents. 
Department of Elementary Education, 
L. W. Colwell of Chicago read a com- 
prehensive paper before the department of 
elementary education on Elementary 
Mathematics and Education,“ in which he 
showed that arithmetic was an essential for 
the foundation of a good education, as it de- 
veloped the reasoning powers of the child. 
N. D. Gilbert of Austin, III., said on the 
same subject: 
“To my mind the requisite training for 
strong, independent, ready, 
thinking in arithmetic implies: At the 
foundation, constructive work in line of the. 
interest of the child; at first overabundant 
material will be at his command; he will 
compute the amount he needs and make his 
requisition accordingly. Meanwhile, out of 


doors things he loves are forever challeng- 


ing him with the questions, how many? how 
much? how high, long, broad? how far? 
how heavy? For the first two years of 
school life this is to be the characteristic 
work—a continual reference to sense-mater- 


jal used for definite construction, and a 


continual breaking loose from it as the 
child is able. 

Dr. William M. Griffin of the Chicago 
Normal School delivered a carefully pre- 
pared technical paper on What to Teach 
and What to Leave Out in an Elementary 
Course.”

President Henry Wade Rogers of North- 
western University gave an instructive talk 
on the subject. He said in part: 

In the first place we must concede that 
there is no disposition on the part of the 
American people to transfer to the national 
government any part of the powers now 
vested in the State governments. In the 
second place, there appears to be no ade- 
quate reason for supposing that if the fed- 
erdl government were possessed of the 
power advocated by Mr. Freeman, the ed- 
ucational standards of the country would 
be any higher than they are under 
conditions. 


“The difficulty under which we labor in |

schools have been established, generally, in 
large cities which are governed by purely 
commercial standards. We have in this 
country schools of law, medicine, dentistry, 
and pharmacy that appear to be organized 
and conducted for the purpose of making 
money. They are stock corporations, the 
stock being generally held by members of 
the teaching force, the teachers being chosen 
not for their fitness for any particular chair, 
but because of their willingness and ability 
to put up the money that is needed. The 
shorter the course of study, the cheaper the 
class of teachers; the less expended for 
books and apparatus and the easier it is 
made to be admitted and graduated, the 
greater the number of students becomes and 


the larger the amount of dividends paid. 


Council of Education Is Needed. 


In America we are too easy-going about 
many things, and we have much to learn 
from a study of European methods and the 
legislation of foreign States. American de- 


grees are discredited in Europe because of 


the want of supervision of the degree con- 
ferring power. 

There should be established in each State 
a council of education which shall be in- 
trusted with powers similar to those vested 
in the Regents of the University of New 
York, and it should be composed of the most 
eminent men in the State, without any refer- 
ence to political considerations. No degree 
conferring institution should be incorporated 
without the approval ot the council of edu- 
cation, which should be indorsed upon or 
filed with the certificate of incorporation. 
That council should have the right to fix 
the minimum standard of requirements for 
admission and graduation, and the conditions 
under which degrees may be conferred and 
the degree conferring power should be with- 
held from all institutions not complying with 
the regulations established. Such legisla- 
tion should be made applicable to all insti- 
tutions thereafter incorporated, as well as 
to those already incorporated when ‘the 
State has reserved the power to modify the 
powers conferred.” 

Physical Training Department. 


At the physical training department fol- 
lowing the addresses of the President, Miss 
Anna Morse of Cleveland réad a very ex- 
haustive paper on The Development of 
the Will Through Physical Training.“ by 
Dr. William O. Krohn of the State Univer- 
sity of Illinois. Mrs. Frank Stuart Parker 
of the Chicago Normal was to have had the 
paper on Delsarte and his contributions. to 
physical education, but was tunable to be 
present. A vigorous and graceful defense 
of the Delsartean system was made by Mrs. 
Anna P. Tucker of Cleveland. Her paper 
precipitated a, burly and hot discussion, in- 
volving the struggle between the Delsartean 
and German systems of physical education. 
Mrs. Tucker threw down the gauntlet in of- 
fering to answer questions. Miss Elltson of 
Detroit, Mrs. Francis W. Leiter of Mansfield, 
O.; Dr. Pfister, E. H. Arnold of Yale Univer- 
sity, Mrs. Kimbleton of Detroit, Mrs, Corthy 
of Brooklyn, all advocates of the German 
system, pitched into the Deisartean advo- 
cates roughshod, but she replied gracefully 
and held herown. Miss R. Anna Morris, the 
President, declared herself a Delsartean dur- 
ing the discussion. When this flurry had 
passed, Professor Carl Kroh, director of 
physical training in the Chicago Normal 
School, read a paper on the German system.

It was also discovered that the engines 
were not in good condition and could not be 
worked satisfactorily. 

As far as could be learned from the offi- 
cers at the navy-yard who have control of 
the vessel she is unseaworthy. The wooden 
sheathing on the hull below the water line 
has been found not only to be in a bad and 
leaking condition but many of the wooden 
planking have been found to be weak and 
in many places separated to such an extent 
that the water fiowed through to the 
steel plates beneath. It Was also learned 
that a large amount of the contract price 
for the vessel was being held back by the 
government until the ship was put in proper 
condition. 

The defect in the hull is attributed to a 
shrinkage of the wood beneath the copper 


sheathing.

The letter from Bryan read at the Tam- 
many Hall Fourth of July celebration, and 
which is a condensation of the speech he 
would have delivered if Sheehan had not

Bryan stutes in the first place that 

There is a special propriety in the observance 
of this day by Democrats at this time, when the 
party has just freed itself from foreign financial 


influences and taken an emphatic stand in favor 
of an American policy for the American peeple. 


One would like to know by what authori- 
ty Bryan calls the proposition to adopt the 
silver monometallic standard as an Amer- 
ican policy.” When was it an American 
policy"? By what Americans of note was 
it urged before the day of Bryan, Bland, 
Altgeld, Jones of Arkansas, Mme. Lease, 
and the rest of the free silver crew ? 

The fathers of the republic did not take 
up silver monometallism and make it an 
American policy.“. Jefferson, Hamilton, 
and Washington made an attempt to adopt 
bimetallism on the basis of weights of the 
two precious metals which would be equal 
in value or purchasing power ove to the 
other. Their weights were not right, and 
in 1834 Jackson tried his hand at a read- 
zustment. He did not indorse a silver 
monometallic standard, but favored a bi- 
metallic system. 

So from 1792 to 1873 bimetallism and not 
silver monometallism was the American 
policy.“ Does Bryan know what tae stand- 
ard money metal has been during the 
twenty-four years since 1873? Le knows 
it has been gold. Will he have the hardi- 
hood to deny that all loans, sales, bargains, 
and contracts have been made on the gold 
basis since 1873? Therefore, at what time 
between 1792 and 1897 has silver mono- 
metallism been an American policy ”? 

Bryan endeavors to cheer the ‘Tammapny- 


‘ites by expressing the hope that— 


Your meeting may prove the tmauguration 
of a campaign which will result in putting Greater 
New York under Democratic control. The party 
has already shown in Chicago, Cincinnati, and 
several other cities larger gains than will be re- 
quired to overcome the Republican majorities re- 
corded in New York and Brooklyn last November. 


Will Bryan please tell where, since No- 
vember, the Democrats have won victories 
on the distinctive issue of establishing a 
silver monometallic dollar based on the 
ratio of 16 to 1? Bryan may reply, Chi- 
cago.”’ But the platform adopted by the 
Chicago Democrats last spring ignored the 
free silver issue. That issue was ignored 
in Cincinnati also, and in all other places 
of any consequence where elections were 
held last spring. The platform on which 
young Harrison was elected was drawn by 
such men as Thornton and Trude, both ad- 
voeates of the maintenance of the gold 
standard of values. So it is impudence on 
Bryan’s part to point to the Chicago elec- 
tion as an instance of the growth of 
silver sentiment.

Thongh the coinage of neither is ordered or 
commanded by the constitution, Is Bryan 
so ignorant as not to know that fact? No; 
he is merely fishing for the votes of silly, 
ignorant suckers. 

Does Bryan not know as an official, pub- 
lished mint fact that more silver dollars 
were coined last year than in all the years 
from the framing of the constitution in 
1789 to 1875? It he doesn’t it is high time 
that he did—before he writes any more 
letters for publication. 

Nebraska papers like the Omaha Bee and 
the Lincoln Journal should take up these 
mendacious insinuations and allegations 
of Bryan. They should get after their 
“distinguished fellow-citizen” and insist 
that he point out those provisions of the 
constitution which he intends the people 
shall believe have made 871% grains of 
silver the immutable, unalterable silver 
dollar and 23 1-5 grains of gold the ever- 
lastingly unchangeable gold dollar. 

Bryan has discovered that if he cannot 
fasten these falsehoods on the public mind 
the gold Democrats will ask him why he is 
not in favor of a silver dollar which will 
have weight enough to equal the value of 
purchasing power of the gold dollar. That 
was the policy of Washington, Hamilton, 
Jefferson, and Jackson. To such a ques- 
tion Bryan would find it impossible to make 
a satisfactory answer.

POWERS AS THE AGENT OF THE “BOYS.” 

The suit brought by Henry Braudenburg 
to recover 8,500 shares of Genera! Electric 
stock which he declares were obtained from 
him fraudulently is chiefly interesting be- 
cause of the details of an alleged whole-

sale boodle plot which it carries 
with it. Alderman Towers is the 
chief object of Brandenburg's at- 


tack, and he is characterized as the rep- 
resentative of the *‘ gang” Aldermen who 
tried to induce Brandenburg to abandon his 
purpose of providing for compensation to 
the city and substituting a liberal compen- 
sation to the “boys.” Brandexburg al- 
leges that he talked the matter over with 
Powers at that Alderman’s saloon, and that 
he was informed he was wasting his time 
and money getting frontage consents and 
perfecting other preliminaries, as the oi di- 
nance could not possibly pass unless “ the 
boys” were liberally rewarded. Powers 
is alleged to have set $250,000 as the price 
of the ordinance, but later cut it down to 
$100,000 if it were paid in cash. When 
these overtures were refused by Brandcu- 
burg it is alleged that the stock held by 
Brandenburg was got away from him on 
false representations, and that when he 
was thus out of the company the scheme 
for putting the ordinance through on lines 
that were agreeable to Powers and his as- 
sociates was then perfected. 
Powers has airily declared that he will 
take no potice of the suit. But fortunately 
he cannot entirely evade the issue. The 
charges are serious and carry with them 
a direct declaration of attempted bribery, 
with a strong insinuation that bribery was 
subsequently consummated. Aldernian 
Powers is not placed in a new role when it 
is asserted he acted for “ the boys ” in this 
matter. He has been suspected of acting 
for “the boys” before. But in this case 
there may be an opportunity of bringing 
the question up in court, where evidence 
can be brought in an effective manner. If 
it should happen that Brandenburg's 
charges are proved and that conclusive 
evidence exists that Powers offered to get 
this ordinance passed if he were paid a 
gmp sum ot money to be distributed among 
e Aldermen, then the people would ex- 
pect criminal prosecution of Powers to fol- 
low immediately, Powers might have 
more to say under the pressure of a criminal 
suit. But in any event Powers must not 
suppose that he can wave these charges 
away by an assumption of injured inno- 
cence or lofty moral indifference. The peo- 
ple are in the mood to believe these. charges 
until they are proven untrue, and Powers 
and his alleged fellow-conspirators should 
be made to disprove them in court, He 
may be assured that the people believe this 
is a boodling Council and that the Aldor. 
men who voted for these objectionable or- 
dinances are boodlers, owned body and 
soul by Yerkes, and they will believe it 
until they are convinced to the contrary. 
Criminal proceedings should be instituted 
at once, and if Mr. Powers is honest he will

SECRETARY GAGE AND SUGAR TRUST. 

Secretary Gage has suggested that a pro- 
vision be inserted in the tariff bill levying 
an internal revenue tax of a cent a pound 
on all refined sugar made out of sugar im- 
ported prior to the passage of the act. 

The object of this is to secure for the 
Treasury that revenue which the sugar 
trust proposes to swindle it out of. Ordi- 
narily the refiners have on hand a stock of 
a hundred thousand tons of raw sugar. 
They have on hand now between six and 
eight hundred thousand tons, about all of 
which was imported in anticipation of the 
enactment of the new tarift law in order to 


cheat the government out of the difference 
between the present and the prospective + 


duty. 

It is not the intention of the sugar trust 
to give the people the benefit of the lower 
duties it has paid on the raw sugars it 
owns. The trust, fortified by better pro- 
tection against foreign refiners—it has 100 
much now—will charge for its refined 
sugar as much as if the raw sugar had 
paid the prospective duty. There will be 


an illegitimate profit of from twelve to six--} 


teen million dollars in the transaction. 
Secretary Gage does not want the trust 
to have those millions. He wishes to have 
them covered into the Treasury to help re- 
duce the deficit for the present fiscal year. 
The internal revenue of a cent a pound 
he proposes will secure those millions for 
the Treasury. 

Singularly enough, there is a marked dis- 
inclination on the part of Congress to com- 
ply with the Secretary’s wishes. They say 
his idea is novel” and “ impracticable ” 
—that it will be impossible for the govern- 
ment to * identify” the raw sugar import- 
ed prior to the passage of the act. They 
never assign the real reason for their un- 
willingness to do what he asks- that they 
see nothing objectionable in the sugar trust 
pocketing the revenues of the government. 

The Secretary's proposition is an ad- 
mirable one and the Conference commit- 


tee ought to embody it in its report, and 


show the trust it is not all-powerful. 
Neither the original bill nor the bill as 
amended by the Senate can produce for a 
year to come revenue enough to meet the 
needs of the government. Congress knows 
that as well as the Secretary does. Why, 
then, cannot it lessen the deficit by acting 


on his suggestion? 


THE IOWA GOLD DEMOCRATS. 

The honest money Democrats of lowa are 
no more willing to bend the knee to Baal 
Bryan than they were inst year. They 
have held a well-attended-and enthusiastic 
State convention, have nominated candi- 
dates, and have adopted a platform which 
has the flavor of old-fashioned Democracy. 
It declares allegiance to “ the historic Dem- 
ocratic doctrine of a tariff for reveune 
only,” which the Bryan Democrats have 
discarded temporarily. 

But the main features of the platform 
are the condemnation of the attempt of the 
Chicago convention to make the judiciary 
“a tool of political parties to register the 
decree of the caucus,” and the denunciation 
of the debasement of the currency contend- 
ed for by “the three contracting parnes 
making up the free silver Populistic triple 
alliance in this State.“ 

The genuine Democrats who met at Des 
Moines on Wednesday favor— 

The honest payment of our debts, the sacred 
preservaton of national honor, and a sound and 


stable currency. 
Holding such principles as these they can 


have nothing in common with the gang of 


repudiators, falsely calling themselves sil- 


ver Democrats, who held their State con- 


vention last month, 

Last November the honest money Dem- 
ocrats of Iowa cast only 4,516 votes for 
Palmer. The great majority of them voted 
for McKinley and helped to swell his ma- 
ority over Bryan to 65,452. It is quite 
probable that many of the Democrats who 
voted for McKinley last year will not vote 
for the Republican candidates this year.

BRINGING MOROCCO TO TERMS. | 

United States Consul General Burke at 
Tangier, after repeated protests to the Sul- 
tan of Morocco, which have been of no 
avail, has set forth to the State department 
the grievances which American citizens 
doing business in that country have suf- 
fered at the hands of the people. It ap- 
pears from the Consul’s statements that 
Americans have not been allowed to employ 
native help und take such helpers under 
their protection, while Germans, French, 
and other Europeans are allowed these and 
other privileges which are denied to Ameri- 
cans. It is further stated that when Ameri- 
cans have protested violence has been of- 
fered them, to which the authorities have 
paid-no heed when their attention was called 
to it by Consul Burke. 

Upon the latter’s official statement two 
warships, the San Francisco and Raleigh, 
have been ordered to Tangier to arouse the 
Sultan to a sense of his duty toward Ameri- 
cans or blow him aud his city to flinders. 
This, of course, will grieve the New Eng- 
land sentimentalists and the New York 
Quakers, who would much have preferred 
a long diplomatic negotiation ending, in the 
course of two or three years, in a treaty of 
arbitration with the truculent Moors. It 
will not grieve, however, the majority of the 
people of this country. They will rejoice 
that there is at least one spot where Ameri- 
cans can be protected in their rights, even 
if it be a peculiarly God-forsaken, squalid, 
Moorish hole. They would not grieve if 
the Raleigh and San Francisco, in case the 
Sultan puts on airs, should suddenly leave 
him without a capital. The action of the 
administration is wise and proper from the 
American point of view. It is the only prac- 
tical remedy against insolence, violence, 
and unjust discrimination. : 

But why should the courage and resolu- 
tion of the administration be confined to 
this picayunish offender? Right across the 


Straits of Gibraltar is a power which has 


offended for years, which has robbed 
Americans, tortured and even killed Ameri- 
cans, imprisoned Americans, burned and 
otherwise destroyed their property, and 
ruined American trade and commerce. Is 
it because Spain is more powerful than 
Morocee that no American vessel has ap- 
peared in ithe port of Havana and that no

There would be no element of danger if the 
Raleigh ard San Francisco should stay 
there forever. It shows there is a vestige 
of Americanism left. Perhaps some day we 
shall not be afraid at least to say boo to 
Spain, whose outrages upon Americans 
have been ten thousand times worse than 
those in Tangier. In this connection it 
would be of interest to Americans to know. 
whether the House, after it gets through 
with the tariff bill, will pass the Senate 
Cuban resolutions, or will it, to please 
Spain, adjourn without taking action? 


VICTORY FOR CHICAGO MERCHANTS, 

The wholesale merchants of Chicago have 
won a partial victory from the Western vail- 
roads, with a prospect of gaining all they 
seek. The merchants demanded certain 
reduced rates for the benefit of country 


‘buyers in accordance with similar favors 


granted to the merchants of New York. 
Their formal proposition pointed out that 
the National Association of Merchants and 
Travelers is composed of four grand di- 
visions, and a special rate was asked for the 
meetings of each of these divisions, as fol- 
lows: 
The rate to be one and one-third for the round 
trip on the certificate plan from points east of the 
Missouri River to Chicago; return Hmit, ten 


days. 
From points west of the Missouri River a rate 


of one fare for the return trip, plus §2; return 
limit, fifteen days. 

Two of these meetings are held in August 
and two in September. The request was 
first refused by the General Passenger 
Agents, but the pressure on the roads be- 
came so great that the executive officers of 
the Western Passenger association finally 
concluded it would be more prudent to 
comply. The proposition was changed, how- 


ever, so as to make a uniform round trip 


rate of one and one-third fares, whether 
from points east or west of the Missouri 
River, and the points included in the con- 
cession are limited to Minnesota, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, IIlinois, Missouri, South and 
North Dakota, Kansas, Nebraska, Okla- 


homa, Indian Territory, and the Northern 


Peninsula of Michigan. The special rates 
are to be effective at only two of the meet- 
ings—one in August and one in September. 
The Chicago Great Western, which is out- 
side the association, acceded to the proposi- 
tion of the merchants without any modifi- 
cation. It is hinted that the other roads 
got an inkling that this action would be 
taken and were forced, therefore, in self- 
defense to take a favorable view of the 
general plan although restricting its scope. 

It seems probable that all the railroads 
will extend the concession so as to include 
the meetings of all four of the branches of 
the Merchants’ association. Each branch 
is a distinct organization taking in certain 
trades, and there is no reason why there 
should be any discrimination. But even 
with the advantage that has been gained 
the merchants are inclined to feel satisfied. 
Their object was to offset the inroads that 
were being made by the merchants of the 
East on Western territory. By means of 
special farors extended by the railroads 
the New York merchants were able to 
offer Western buyers special inducements 


to go to New York for their supplies, and 


there was danger that the legitimate trade 
of Chicago would be seriously crippled. It 
was necessary to meet the rivalry by hold- 
ing out similar advantages, and the action 
of the Western Passenger association has 
now made this possible. If the concession 
is ultimately made to include all the 
features sought by the merchants Chicago 
will be assured of successful competition, 


TURKEY DEFIES THE POWERS. 

The unspeakable Turk has issued a cir- 
cular to the various embassies declaring he 
will not consider the frontier proposed by 
the powers nor any other trontier north of 
the Peneus River, thus manifesting his de- 
cision to take the best part of Thessaly. 
Meanwhile the Turks have gathered the 
harvest which belongs to the Greeks and 
stored it away, so that the refugees, when 
they return to their homes, will be without 
the means of subsistence. With most in- 
solent disregard for the armistice, the Turk- 
ish troops are’ occupying various places in 
Thessaly for no other purpose apparently 
than to provoke the Greeks jnto hostile 
acts, which will serve as the pretext for 
a renewal of the war. 

Thus the Sultan has deliberately detied 
the powers. Would he have done so had 
he not been sure there is no danger of their 
uniting to coerce him? All the precedents 
have encouraged such a theory. Both in 
the Cretan and the Armenian affairs their 
counsels were divided and the Turk had 
his own way. In the Armenian bu ss 
they were impotent to compel him to fulfill 
his promises of reform. In the Cretan 
business they allied themselves with the 
Turks to inflict punishment upon the 
Greeks, At the last they compelled the 
Greeks, under menace of force, to abandon 
the war and submit to negotiations for 
peace, with an implied promise of protec- 
tion, particularly so far as any loss of terri- 


tory in Thessaly was concerned. Will they | 


now tamely abandon Greece and allow Tur- 
key to seize and hold the only revenue- 
producing part of Grecian area? Greece 
has lived up to all its engagements. Is this 
the way it is to be rewarded? The world 
will look on aghast if Turkey is allowed to 
destroy Greece as an independent king- 
dom, for it will be tantamount to this if 
the powers cowardly fail to. impose their 
will upon Turkey and forbid it to take one 
acre of Greek soil. The concession that it 
may occupy a strategic frontier is all that 
it is entitled to. There is no danger the 


Greeks will ever pass the mountains again 


into Turkish soil when the Turks control 
the passes. If the powers yield now to 
Turkish insolence and allow the Sultan to 
intrench himself still more strongly in 
southeastern Europe they will not only do 
an act of. cruel injustice to Greece but 
will prepare the way for a general Eu- 
ropean war in the not distant future,

BEST THINGS FROM THE EXCHANGES. 


Russell Sage Says the Optimistic and 
Cheerful Quotations Attributed to 
Him Are Not Warranted. 


Wall street has lately been attributing 
very optimistic views to Mr. Russell Sage. 
He has been credited with talking enthusias- 
tically over improvement he is supposed to 
have discovered in the business outlook. 
To a representative of the New York Times 
Mr. Sage recently regretted that the cheer- 
ful quotations attributed to him were not 
warranted. He said: 

“IT would like to take a confident view of 


the immediate business situation, would 


like to be able to say that I see good rea- 
sons for expecting large increases in traffic 
for our railroads and profits for everybody. 
But, as a matter of fact, I do not yet see 
such indications. The country has been 
very sick; it is not yet well. We are better, 
and rejuvenation is going to come along in 
natural ways, but not in any other way 
than naturally. The man with a fever does 
not become an athlete over night. 

I have been paying pretty close atten- 
tion to trade conditions, which have finally 
resulted in the coal strike now extending 
over so great a territory, from Pennsylva- 
nia and Ohio south. To me this seems a 
muchs graver matter than Wall street popu- 
larly considersit. If the strike ends prompt- 
ly, if there shall at once be a mutually satis- 
factory adjustment, I should regard that 
result as very greatly favorable, disposing, 
as it would, of a grave feature in the busi- 
ness situation. Unfortunately, I see no in- 


dications, however, of any such early settle- 


ment. 


“There is bitterness back of this strike; 


there are miseries among the workmen; 
there are bad business results staring the 
employers in the face; from any stand- 
point the status is bad. 

And we might as well look squarely in 
the face facts which this strike outbreak 
emphasizes. There is a great big insur- 
mountable obstacle to prosperity for some 


of our working people. The power of pro- 


duction is far outrunping the power of con- 
sumption. The law of supply and demand 
is just as active and just as severe as ever 
it was. There is no dodging it. And the 
poor people of our country are unfortunate 
victims of trade conditions which year by 
year have been growing more and more 
stringent. The bituminous coal trade is a 
case in point; not an exceptional one, how- 
ever, but fairly representative. 
more coal and more men to dig coal than 
the markets call for. Owners of this coal, 
actively competing with one another, glut 
the markets, and thus prices fall. The 
owners of the coal suffer, but those who 
most keenly feel the suffering, in this case 
as in every other case, are the poor fellows 
whose livelihood depends upon working 
regularly at some price. Sympathies 
awaken at the dreadful penalties inflicted 
by this unswerving law of supply and de- 
mand—but still the record stays unchanging 
and unchangeable, 

Tear by year labor-saving machinery 
comes in to minimize the need. for man’s 
work; and year by year trade demands 
grow comparatively smalier and smaller be- 
side the vast increases in supply. Our 
workmen have endeavored as best they could 
to keep themselves in front. They have been 
resolute and earnest in seeking solutions for 
the vital problem. Strike after strike has 
availed them nothing; the panacea of les- 


sened hours for a day’s work is a corrective 


but for a little time, and insignificant: 

In my youth I worked sixteen hours a 
day, and there was a feeling that the mil- 
lennium must be close approaching when 
finally we were able to get the workday 
hours down to twelve. Then there came 
the relief of a ten-hour day, and later eight 
hours was the demand. It will be but a 
little time, I anticipate, before there will be 
an issue for six hours; and the end of it all 
will be, so far as curing the evils of the 
la bor situation may be concerned, practical- 
ly nothing. The problem is old, and there 
is no solution for it so long as production is 
beyond consumption. We might as well face

in the Greeco-Turkish war, and it says: 7 

At this moment the Greeks of the Greek 
Kingdom have to feed and help nearly 350,- 
000 people and attend to nearly 6,000 
wounded, It is sad to note that the Greeks, 
who, as individuals, are skillful and capable 
of doing many good things when assembled 
and forming a government, are incapable 
of doing anything. For instance, the Greek 
Red Cross has not been of any assistance 
and the same may be said.for the sanitary 
Service of the Greek army. Wounded as 
well as the refugees have rather suffered 
from them, although when attended by pri- 
vate physicians provided by rich Greeks they 
have substituted what the Greek govern- 
ment, the Greek Red Cross, and the sanitary 
service of the army have not been able to do“ 

“ Before the beginning of the war the 
Greek Red Cross had established five hos- 
Ppitals for wounded at Volo, Larissa, Tyr- 
na vos, Carvassara, and Arta. Headquarters 
of the red cross were established at Larissa 
and all the red cross material was accumu- 
lated there. The wounded of the Greek 
army were deprived of this material as the 
hospitals of Larissa and Tyrnavos were 
abandoned to the Turks by the physicians 
who did not have a bit of sentiment of duty 
or had forgotten it. If the chiefs of the 
Greek army were panic stricken the physi- 
clans ought to have stayed. 

The sole excuse they could offer was that 
the Turkish army had fired on the Red Cross 
Hospital at Arta. As a consequence of 
the cowardly action of the physicians on the 
Red Cross, as well as of the army surgeons, 
the wounded were left withoutaid. Thanks 
to private citizens, who procured provisions, 
the wounded as well as the refugees have 
been attended and helped. 

Greek physicians from abroad have re- 
turned to serve their country and a Greek 
woman has established a floating hospital 
on board a steamship by which the wound- 
ed have been carried from the sea ports 
near the battlefields to the cities of Athens, 
Pirgus, Khalcis, Patras, Cephalonia, and 
Corfu, where well organized hospitals exist. 
Among the wounded were many European 
volunteers who came to Greece to fight for 
liberty against barbarism and tyranny.’

There are numerous schools as well as 
large private houses at Athens on which the 
red cross is hoisted, where the victims of the 
war or rather of the Greek government are 
attended. It has been observed that the 
wounded Turks are constantly visited by the 
German minister. Physicians and nurses 
sent from the different European red cross 
societies are stationed at four large hos- 
pitals and five or six public or private build- 
ings and houses, which have been trans- 
formed into hospitals.

‘Born in Tennessee Nearly Eighty 


Years Ago—His Barly Life Passed in 
Poverty—Elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1849 He Became 
Later on Governor of His State and 
Subsequently Fought in the Con- 
federate Army. 3 


Washington, D. C., July 8.—Senator Isham 
G. Harris of Tennesse died at his residence 
here a few minutes before 5 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. The Senator had been growing con- 
stantly weaker for several days past, the in- 
tense summer heat which has prevailed 
greatly debilitating him and no doubt has- 
tening his end. There were times when he 
would rally slightly, which gave his family 
hopes that he would be able to regain 
strength sufficient to be removed from the 
city, but his vitality had become too much 


exhausted to withstand the strain. 


There were present at his bedside when 
death came his son, Mr. Edward K. Harris, 
and the latter’s wife; Representative Ben- 
ton McMillin of Tennessee, Miss Polk, a 
friend from his native State; and the mem- 
bers of the household where the Senator has

lived for some time. Another son, Charles 
H. Harris, not realizing the end was so near, 
had left the house a short while before death 
came. | 
Senator Harris was last in the Senate 
chamber about ten days ago, but he was un- 
able to stay for any length of time and had 
to be taken home ina carriage. During the 
last six months the Senator had been able 
to attend to his duties only at intervals, hav- 
ing been away from the city several times 
endeavoring to recuperate. : 


Probably no man in public life been 
identified with more of the history of this 
country than had Senator Harris. He had 
almost completed his 79th year, having been 
born in February, 1818, and first became a 
member of Congress in 1849. His Congres- 
sional career thus began earlier than that of 
any member of either House, antedating 
Senators Morrill and Sherman by seven 
years, and Hon. Galusha A. Grow, now a 
member of the House from Pennsylvania, 
by one year. 

Mr. Harris represented the Ninth Tennes- 
see distrixt in Congress for the two terms 
ending in 1853, when he declined a renomi- 
nation. He then moved te Memphis, where 


mne has since resided. Here he was engaged 


in the practice of law until 1857, with the 
interruption necessary to allow him to be- 
come a PresidentM! Elector in 1856. 

He was three times in succession before 
the war, beginning in 1857, elected Governor 
of his State, and was serving in that capacity 
when the war broke out. 


Was a Southern War Governor. 

He took a pronounced stand for the 
Southern Confederacy, and was known as 
one of the Southern war Governors. The 
vicissitudes of conflict rendered a frequent 
change of residence necessary, and he was 
often with the army in the field. He at- 
tached himself at different times to the 
staff of Generals Albert Sidney Johnston, 
Joseph E. Johnston, Beauregard, and Bragg. 
Albert Sidney Johnston fell from his horse 


into Senator Harris’ arms when he received - 


his death wound. 

Mr. Harris was one of a small party of 
political refugees who escaped to Mexico, 
going across country on horseback. Parson 
Brownlow, who had become the military 
Governor of Tennessee, offered a large re- 
ward in a characteristically worded poster 
for the capture of his predecessor, but the 
latter remained absent from the country 
until his return was safe. He remained in 
Mexico for several months, going thence to 
England, where he resided until 1867, when 


he returned to Memphis and resumed his 


practice of the law. 

Mr. Harris was allowed to follow the pur- 
suits of the private citizen until 1877. when 
he was elected to the United States Senate, 
defeating L. L. Hawkins, Republican. He 
has remained a member of the Senate ever 
since, and would have completed his twen- 
tieth consecutive year in that body on the 
4th of next March if he had lived to that 
date. He had been four times elected to 
the Senate, the last time in 1895, and his 
term would not have expired until 1901, 


PAYS TRIBUTE TO HENRY B. STONE. 


Commerical Club Adopts Resolutions 
of Sorrow Over His Death and 
Sympathy with the Family. 


At a meeting of the Commercial club yes- 
terday afternoon at the Chicago club the fol- 
lowing resolutions on the-death of Henry B. 
Stone, which were reported by a committee 
consisting of A. C. McClung, W. T. Baker, 
and C. P. Hutchinson, were adopted: 

The joy and exultation with which the Amer- 
ican people hail and commemorate their national 
anniversary have rarely been more demonstra- 
tive than they were on the Fourth of July which 
has just passed, but never has that celebration 
been marred for the citizens of Chicago and for 
the members of the Commercial club by so sad 
an event as the death of Henry Baldwin Stone 
at Nonguitt, Mass., where, with @ patriotic en- 
thusiasm characteristic of him, he ae 
with hs. family and friends in the celebraton 
the day. 

In common with his friends and the citizens 
of Chicago generally the members of the Com- 
mercial club feel that a sad public loss has been 
sustained and they desire to place upon. record, in 
the best words at their command, their high 
estimate of Mr. Stone as an unusually wise, 
capable, and public-spirited citizen, an honorable 
and high minded man, an. accomplished gentle- 
man, and a genial and lovable companion. 

Mr. Stone was a fine example of the young man 
reared in an Eastern home to ideas of refine- 
ment and probity, and liberally educated at one 
of our highest universities, who afterwards turns 
hig attention to affairs of the most practical 
nature, and, by simple industry, honesty, and 
devotion to duty, so impresses his character and 
capacity upon his associates that he is successive- 
ly chosen to one position after another of large 
responsibility. and authority in important cor- 
porations composed of ambitious and capable 
men. He was chosen because of his character and 
ability and not because influential friends made 
places for him. 

Placed in many trying positions, 
found firm, resourceful, and courageous, 
but also just, charitable, and considerate. Those 
who differed from him were always compelled 
to respect his motives, and where he was brought 
into. active and acrimonious conflict with in- 
dividuals and with organizations (as he fre- 
quently was, and especially on one great occa- 
sion), his evident fairness and justice were such 
that no permanent animosity toward him per- 
sonally was ever left in the minds or hearts of 
his antagonists. 

He was a man of great independence of con- 
viction and of tenacity of purpose, be- 
cause his convic were founded upon high 
moral grounds and upon careful thought, and yet 
in all controversies his habitual bearing toward 
his fellows and associates was always so tem- 


pered by forbearance and courtesy that all with - 


whom he was brought into contact not only came 
thoroughly to respect him, but his warm 
friends and admirers. | 
His loss seems the harder to bear for the rea- 
son that he was still a comparatively young man, 
and although he had accomplished much for him- 
self, his friends, and the public, it was to be 
expected that the future had in store for him still 
greater usefulness and fuller achievement.

Several big manufacturing 
plants and a number of railroads will be 
among the first to suffer, but the shortage 


will become general if the supply is cut off. 


much longer. There is considerable coal in 
stock in Chicago, but the people holding the 
surplus are slow to fill large orders. Coal 
men make no attempt to disguise the gravity 
of the situation. 

Th®@ Rock Island road is said to be anxious 
already. This road depends largely on the 
Spring Valley mines for its supply. In that 
section the mines are practically closed, 

The Northwestern road, which gets its 
coal from the same vicinity, is also in danger 
of running short. The road has plenty of 
coal on hand, but the bulk of it is consigned 
to other parties. The road may be forced to 
confiscate enough to keep it going until the 
danger of famine is past. 

The Stock-Yards Transit company, it is 
said, has almost exhausted its visible supply 
of soft coal, and may be forced to use ex- 
traordinary measures to obtain fuel. 

Several big packing houses are sald to be 
in danger of a shut-down, but packers say 
they can run for some time yet. 

Private advices from the mining sections 
where the men are still at work indicate a 
strong feeling in favor of a sympathetic 
strike ag soon as any attempt is made to 
import coal from other fields. 

4 prominent coal dealer said yesterday: 

There is no use in attempting to dis- 
1 the fact that the situation is becoming 
serious. 
city is not great enough to stave off a fam- 
ine for any length of time. There is consid- 
erable high-grade coal in stock, but it is the 
cheap ‘steam’ coal that is short. It isthe 
custom of large consumers to lay in a sur- 

plus about May 1 of each year, in anticipa- 
tion of labor troubles. The present strike 
comes just when that supply is becoming 
exhausted, and leaves many corporations 
with less fuel in stock than at any period 
during the vear. The strike leaders are 
conversant with this fact, and depend on it 
greatly in their hope to force an early and 
favorable settlement. Any attempt to im- 
port coal from any section where the strike 
is not in effect will only serve to embitter 
the strikers, and perhaps make serious 
trouble.

DUFFY'S CONTRACT IS FORFEITED. 


Little Claim of $245,000 for Extras Re- 
sults in Stoppage on City Tun- 
nel Work. , 


Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
yesterday declared Joseph Duffy's tunnel 
contract with the city forfeited and notitied 
his bondsmen he would hold them respon- 
sible for all cost growing out of the con- 
tractor’s failure to finish the work. Duffy 
at the same time announced he would bring 
suit against the city for $245,000 he claims 


for extras on work already done. 


Duffy is a North Side Democratic poli- 
ticlan. He ran for Drainage Trustee some 
time ago and was about the most thoroughly 
beaten man who ever made that race. He 
had the contract for building Section No. 2 
of the new Northwest land tunnel. In that 
contract was a clause allowing him $10 a 
cubic. yard extra for all rock excavation, 
and as Duffy construed the term rock ex- 
cavation’’ in a liberal manner the result 
was a claim for extras amounting to a litile 
over $245,000, 

Wier & McKechney, who had the contract 
for Section No. 3 and who had a clause al- 
lowing them $2 a yard extra in a somewhat 
similar contract, had had their claim al- 
lowed by the courts, and so Duffy made his 
modest request for a quarter of a million 
as Commissioner McGann took

That official, however, promptty refused 
to allow the claim. 

On Wednesday Duffy stopped work on the 
tunnel, as N had often threatened to do, 
and, yesterday, Commissioner McGann 
notified him and his bondsmen he would con- 
sider that stoppage as a forfeiture of the 
contract. 

Duffy hurried to the City Hall on receipt 
of this notice and an agreement was made 
whereby he should sink the shaft at the 
western end so as not to interfere with the 
early erection of the pumping — which 
is now under contract.

DURRANT AGAIN ESCAPES DEATH. 


Although He Was to Hang Today the 
Sentence Cannot Be 
| Out. 


San Francisco, Cal., July. 8.—[Spectal. 1— 
Tomorrow Theodore Durrant should die on 
the gallows for the murder of Blanche La- 
mont more than two years ago, but there is 
no probability that the sentence of the law 
will be carried out on that day. The reprieve 
granted by the Governor expires at noon to- 
morrow, but between now and that time it 
is almost certain that another respite will be 
granted, as the case is now on appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Durrant and his lawyers have made all 


their plans, apparently, for a long fight, and 


the end of the long-drawn- out case may yet 
be far away. In the meantime there is the 
greatest dissatisfaction among the people 
over the innumerable delays. — 

Dressed in his prison clothes Durrant yes- 
terday posed before the camera of a veri- 
scope. His picture was taken in a dozen 
or more different positions, in action and at 
rest. The films will be sent Kast for devel- 
opment, and when completed the pictures 
will be exhibited in all parts of the country, 
the proceeds to go to the father of the mur- 
derer and the members of the veriscope 
company. It cannot be learned how much 
the Durrant interest in the venture is, but 
it is certainly large. Durrant Sr. will de- 
vote the money to the fight of his son for life.

BRAIN FEVER THREATENS MRS.STAPLES 


Woman of Being Accessory 
to Shooting of Nelson in Seri- 
eus Condition. 


While Charles B. Nelson, who was shot 
in Washington Park, continues to impreve, 
with hopes on the part of the attending sur- 


geons who daily watch the beating of his 


heart through the aperature made by the 
bullet, Mrs. Edith M. Staples, who was his 
companion on that mysterious night, 
in a serious condition at the home of her 


stepmother, Mrs. Maslin, at Twenty-fourth 


street and Indiana avenue. The excitenrent 
through which she has gone has prosirated 
her mentally and phPsically, and her 
brother-in-law, H. A. Keck, yesterday re- 
ported that she was on the verge of brain 
fever. She has been confined to her home 
ever since her release last Monday, and 
under the constant care of physicians. Her 
relatives will give no information as to ex- 
act condition to reporters, but it is said to be 
such as to cause alarm, ; 

The case against her, in which she is 
charged with being “ accessory to assault 
with attempt to commit murder,” is set 


for July 15, but in her present state it will | 


hardly be possible for her to be present. 

The police have settled down to the belief 
that she had nothing to do with the actual 
shooting, although they still think she could 
tell who did do it. They are making little 
or no progress, although more men are now 
under steady orders on the case than ever. 

It is one of the most incomprehensible 
cases I have seen in my long experience,“ 
said Inspector Hunt last night. One clew 
on which I am working I can make no 
progress on until a certain man returns to 
the city. When he does return, and if that 
clew drops through, I can only believe that 
the assault was committed by a negro. We 
are running down innumerable rumors and 
touching everything that has the remotest 
probability about it.“ 

The police are still inclined to believe that 
both Nelson and Mrs. Staples could name 
the assailant. Yesterday afternoon William 
H. Riley, a colored waiter in the McAtee’s 
saloon, 108 Twenty-second street, was at 
the station,. but all he could tell was that 
the woman visited the saloon, said she was 
from Virginia, and was a teacher of French 
and the dramatic art. He also said that 
she had confided tg him the fact that she 
once thought well of a colored man who 
was a porter or coachman, where she lived 
or was employed, but he could not say 
whether in Chicago or where. The police 
are awaiting information from Niagara 
Falls as to how long Scipio Spinks, also for- 
merly a waiter/in McAtee’s, has been there. 

Mr. Keck called on Nelson yesterday and 
the latter told him he had only said Mrs. 
Staples seemed to know, in a good-natured 
way, the waiters in the Twenty-second street 
place. Regarding another story that found 
its way into print that Mrs. Staples had 
been riding with a colored man on the day 
before the shooting, Nelson was indignant. 
He said: 

„She was riding with me that day. We 
never had a quarrel. We did stop going to- 
gether for awhile, but it was only because 
I was out of work and had no money te.

NATIONAL CONFERENCE IS HELD AT 
TORONTO, ONT. 


in the Organization of Charity Section 
It Is Asserted That Misfit Marriages 
Axe a Serious Menace to Social Well 
Being—No Uninsurable Man Should 
Marry—Charies F. Weller and Philip 
Ayers of Chicago Expla 
Methods in This City. 


Toronto, Ont., July 8.—The national con- 
ference of charities and corrections was slow 
in getting together this morning and was in 
session until 12:20. The organization of 
charity section was called to order by Alfred 
O. Crozier of Grand Rapids, Mich., who 
read the report of the committee. He said 


matters theatrical knows that Harry Hall- 


responsibility for the ef- 
fect of acts of intended charity is rarely 
considered. The law holds us morally and 
legally responsible for the natural and even 
remote consequences of our every act. As 
the report follows the discharge of a gun, 
just so certain will bad results, of greater or 
less degree, follow indiscriminate and care- 
less alms. Awful, then, is our responsibil- 
ity when we trifle with human life and hu- 
man happiness to practice charity.’ : 

* Misfit marriages are a serious menace to 
social well-being. A person who could not 
successfully pass an examination for a life 
insurance policy has no right to marry, and 
society should not let him. The young wom- 
an who follows the blind impulse away from 
her father’s comfortable home into the arms 
of such a man is electing a widow's fate, 
perhaps accompanied with the washtub and 
a brood of unhealthy children, who in turn 
will breed other pestilential offspring to go 
forth to perpetual burdens on society. 

It has come to that pass that an insura- 
ble man with a family who does not provide 
such protection in some amount is almost 
considered an ingrate or guilty of criminal 
carelessness. I have no hesitation in saying 
that every insurable married man should be 
insured and evéry uninsurable unmarried 
man should not marry.”’ 

Louis Selling, director of the 
Bethel Relief society of Detroit, Mich., read 
a paper on Practical Charity and Jewish 


He said: I recommend that this organi- 

zation adopt the rule to lend assistance only 
to those persons who are willing to have 
their children educated so as to be fitted for 
the battles of life with the same equipment 
which we have. Our aim should, not be so 
much how to administer charity as to make 
charity more and more unnecessary.”

Mr. Weller, in his paper, said: If friend- 
‘ly visiting is a social force we shall expect 
to see its effects are broadly diffused, that 
they reach entire neighborhoods or groups 
of the lowly, and improve life conditions 
for the latter in an inclusive, general man- 
We may also expect to see that visitors 
are capable of some such organic unity in 
purpose and in organization as in the chief 
element of power in—for example—an army. 
It is admissible to draw the conclusion 
that the Englewood bureau’s system of 
volunteer visitation has been 
force.“ The principle that friendly visiting 
is a social force gave rise to the conclusion 
that in the instruction and training of vis- 
itors there should be a certain broadening 
quality, and that the visitors need have their 
interests more and more widely and deeply 
identified with the interests of the social 
group which they are expected to affect.“ 

Dr. Philip W. Ayres, General Secretary of 
the Chicago Bureau of Associated Charities, 
spoke on “ Investigation, Its Benefits and 
He said in part: 

Investigation covers four main points: 
First, to learn what is known of the appli- 
cant in the registry or what other societies 
may know of him; second, to visit the appli- 
cant in his home; third, to secure the state- 
ments of neighbors and local tradesmen in 
the vicinity in so far as this can be done 
without in any way injuring the standing of 
the family in the community; fourth, to lock | 
up the references given. 

Some people gay that asking questions 
is red tape, but the absence of questions 
leading to absence of proper care is red cal- 
leo. The benefits of investigation are chielly 
two: First, it affords the man in trouble an 
opportunity to share his heart's sorrow. 
Even to the unworthy, this ax is a boon. 
Second, a ful! knowledge of the circurn- 
stances shows the best means of escape 
other than conventional lines, disclosing the 
cause of distress. In many instances it 
points the way ofits removal. Finally there 
is one essential—the person who makes the 
investigation should be one of broad syn- 
pathy and experience.

SOLDIERS SEBK A PLACE FOR A CAMP 


Commissioners Not Anxious toe Have 
Regulars in Waskington Park 
During Logan Ceremonies. 


Some difference of opinion has arisen 
among the South Park Commissioners re- 
garding the proposal to permit the soldiers 
to encamp in Washington Park during the 
Logan dedication services. This gave rise 
to a report yesterday that the board had 
decided against the proposition. 

This is a mistake. The board has not re- 
fused its permission, and will not if it should 
appear that by so doing the troops will suf- 
fer any hardship, said a member of the 
board 


There is a feeling, however, on the part of 
several members that if other grounds en- 
tirely acceptable to the troops can be se- 
cured it would be better than to use the 
park. The only objeetion to the proposition 
is that it might establish a precedent, which 
would be a source of embarrassment for the 
board in the future. 

In line with this suggestion President 
Elisworth and Major Pound of General 
Brooke's staff visited the Coliseum yester- 
day with a view to examining its fitness for 
a camping place. Major Pound was rather 
favorably impressed with the advantages 
which it offered, and it is possible that it may 
be selected, but this will only be done when 
it is definitely known that it will be entirely 
satisfactory. , 

Speaking of the matter Mr. Ellsworth 
said: *‘ The board does not propose to doa 
single thing that will bring any hardship 
to the troops, and if it appears that a loca- 
tion in the park is necessary for their com- 
fort they shall certainiy have it.“ 

The plan in connection with the park in- 
volved the use of a strip of ground just 
north of Sixtieth street. The Washington 
Park club has offered the use of its stables 
for the cavalry horses, and extended the 
courtesies of the clubhouse to the officers. 

The troops for whom camping facilities 
are sought are the six treops of cavalry from 
Jefferson barracks and the Nineteenth In- 
fantry from Forts Wayne and Brady. The 
Fourth Infantry, cavalry, and battery from 
Fort Sheridan will not reach Chicago until 
the morning of the ceremonies, and return 
to the fort the same evening. 

What promises to be an interesting feature 
of the exercises will be the Confederate 
veterans, who have been invited to take 
part in the same. If they respond, as now 
seems probable, they will constitute a divis- 
ion by themselves, and will probably be led 
by General John B. Gordon, Commander-in- 
Chief of the United Confederate Veterans’ 
association. 

Several days ago an Invitation was ex- 
tended him and through him to all the mem- 
bers-of the association to be present. 

After setting forth the general program 
of the occasion the invitation said: 

„ Wae cordially invite you, and through 
you the members of the United Confederate 
Veterans’ association, to be present and par- 
ticipate in the unveiling ceremonies. Will 

you, as Commander-in-Chief, kindly issue 
such orders as may be necessary to give 
this invitation to all bodies in your organ- 
ization, and promise them upon behalf of 
the committee having this matter in charge 
a hospitable reception if they come to Chi- 
cago at that time?“ | 

No reply has yet been received, but the 
members of the committee are of the opin- 
ion that General Gordon and many of, his
